The City Council met Friday night 
and devoted most of its time to rou- 
tine business.postponing the election 
of officers and the granting of saloon 
licenses to an adjourned meeting to- 
morrow night. 

The appropriations were unusual- 
ly heavy, as some contract payments 
were due. The bills paid were: The 
November budget $266.21, City 
Light Co., street lighting for No- 
vember, $534 09: Water Co., bill for 
six month*, $2,400; Gus H. Moo 
Jr. .three bills for contract pavement 
work. $47 25; Wooldridge & Co. 
feim hire, $39. Chairman Galbrealh 
reported the payment of 22 street 
bonds, principal, premium and inter- 
est amounting to $11,619 67 and the 
report was accepted The bonrJs 
will ^e destroyed in open council 
to-morrow night. The Corporations 
Committee submitted a written re- 
port in the matter of the private 
sewers ordered closed last fall, pro- 
testing rgainst the transfer of the 
private sewers to the Hopkinsville 
Sewerage Co. The city claims that 
the rights conferred were revoked, 
were non-transferable and that the 
pipe lines left in the streets belong 
to the city. The report was ordered 
to record as a basis of future action. 

An order was made directing the 
Street Committee to have an accu- 1 
rate measurement made of the rail- 1 
road mileage including sidetracks in 
the city, of the sidewalks, granitoid, 
brick and cinders, and of the streets 
improved and unimproved. The City 
Engineer will be furnished with as- 
sistants and the work completed by 
the meeting on Dec. 18. On the 
suggestion of City Engineer McClaid, 
the same surveying party will locate 
boundary lines and establish perma- 
nent markers for the city limits on

No. surely. Ho will be forced by bis 
own very daring nature to hunt follow- 
ing the precepts of Nlmrod, In the only 
grand way, with all the trouble and 
all the dangers of the great battle. 

"This will necessitate camping at 
night in the damp plains, among high 
grass, full of insects and mosquitoes, 
or on the border of the muddy and pes- 
tilent river— home of the tsetse fly— or 
In the tenebrous and treacherous for- 
est, full of miasmas and dampness. He 
will be forced to the long wait lying in 
ambush for the approach of the ele- 
phant; he will have to face the torrid 
heat of the rocky and naked altitudes 
to hunt for the lion and the antelope; 
he will have to cross the putrid bot- 

rhlnoceros, and with this last one some 
time he will be compelled to And the 
running strength of his youth. 

"These ore the general and particu- 
lar dangers of a hunting party in Af- 
rica, without mentioning the miseries 
of the daily life— bad water, the rainy 
season, the fly pest, the inflammation 
of the skin caused by perspiration, the 
nights without sleep on accouut of the i 
heat and a hundred other things. 

% ' To be short, I come to this conclu- 
sion, that whoever suggested or did 
not dissuade President Roosevelt from 
going to Africa has erred. He is fifty 
years old, and at his age he would en- 
counter many dangers in Africa mere- 
ly as a traveler, but as a hunter he 
will face the greatest perils of his life. 

"Apart from the African fever and 
dysentery and other tropical diseases, 
President Roosevelt has another great 
enemy In his constitution, which is far 
from being perfect, though the average 
man may believe it is. 

"First.— The African sun Is death 
dealing to highly excitable aud full 
blooded men. 

"Second.— A man who so quickly 
loses his temper as does the president 
Is subject when confronted with the 
miserable difficulty of the African life 
to a special form of bilious fever which 
decomposes the blood and causes death 
In twenty-four hours. It Is known as 
'hetnaturlque' fever.

The following extracts are from 
the latest letter of Hugh Lyon, of 
Eddyville to Mr. Ewing: 

Lyon county growers have been 
done a great injustice by having our 
position misrepresented, for when 
we took up our matters with the as- 
sociation managers, we did not feel 
at liberty to take up grievances for 
other counties, but if the system we 
asked for is satisfactory and profita- 
ble to us, we naturally felt the same 
system will be satisfactory and prof- 
itable to growers of other counties. 
And if the system is agreeable to 
other counties and they do not take 
interest enough in their affairs to 
take action, then they should not 
blame us for wanting to do what is 
best for ourselves For at a glance, 
any one with a fair conception of a 
busineLS proposition, can readily see 
that our petition is with all respect 
and consideration for Mr. Ewing, 
and the principles that should be 
embraced in organization and asso- 
ciation. 

Our proposition is to compare our 
tobacco with that of other counties, 
place the same price on the same 
quality, no matter where it grows, 
not to sell one crop until we can sell 
all in the county, not to sell the 
county crop until we can obtain the 
same price for our tobacco that is 
placed on the same quality of tobac 
co in other counties. Isn't that as 
sociation? By having the privilege 
to sell one county would invite com- 
petition among buyers and allow in- 
dependent buyers to purchase one 
quality of tobacco in one county, at 
the same price the trust can buy the 
same quality in another county; cer- 
tainly all buyers are not in a trust, 
if so this plap won't work. If the 
Planters' Protective Association con- 
trolled all the black tobacco, and 
would not sell one hogshead until all 
would sell, then we would have a 
union for sure, but that would de- 
stroy competitition, except on a 
very, very large scale, and if the 
American Tobacco company is dis- 
solved, then the buyers would have 
to form another trust in order to 
handle such an immense deal. 

When the tobacco is sold, we ask 
that a grader be at each receiving 
house, grade the tobacco on delivery 

per established prices, subtract 
organization or association expenses, 
and pay the growers the remainder 
on the spot. Which will save the 
growers inspections charges, insur- 
ance, interest on what money may 
be advanced, and other items. And 
allow the buyer to have some voice 

the handling of what he purchases 
and cause an expenditure of thou- 
sands of dollars for labor in small 
towns of which they are now de- 
prived. 

If this proposition isn't fair, isn't 
practicable, busing-like and with all 
respect and consideration for grow- 
ers of other counties, and for prin- 
ciples of organization and associa- 
tion, we will appreciate a comment 
from good, honest, hard working 
growers: we know that objections 
are in order from persons expecting 
positions at the expense of the grow- 
ers, through the present manage- 
ment of the association. The board

)r arriving in Africa the party 
will be enlarged by the addition of 
R. J. Cunningham, who is now in 
Africa preparing the President's 
t. He will have charge of a 
number of native porters, who, with 
necessary animals, will be formed 
nto a small caravan. 

WILL KILL BIG GAtyE. 
"Mr. Roosevelt and his son will 
iil! the big game, the skins and skel- 
etons of which will be prepared and 
shipped to the United States by oth- 
er members of the party. Kermit 
Roosevelt is to be the official photo- 
grapher of the expedition. 

'The national collections are very 
deficient in natural history materials 
from the dark Continent, and an ef- 
fort will be made by the expedition 
gather general collections in zo- 
ology and botany to supply some of 
its deficiencies, but the main effort 
be To collect the large and van- 
ishing animals. 

"R.J.Cunningham, who is now 
engaged in assembling materials for 
Mr. Roosevelt's use, ha3 been em- 
ployed to act as guide and manager 
f the caravan."

experiments Show That Its Value Has 
Been Overestimated. 

From experiments conducted at Ot- 
tawa, in Canada, it appears that there 
are some slight grounds for the wide- 
ly accepted opinion among agricultur- 
al that anow is a direct fertilizer, 
•ays the Pharmaceutical Journal. It 
b) found to contain total nitrogen equiv- 
alent in round numbers to about a 
pound per a. re of land covered by an 
arerage winter snowfall in that dis- 
trict. The amount of uiirogeu as free 
ammonia was high, but fluctuated 
greatly from .082 to .589 parts per mil- 
Bon. The nitrogen as albuminoid am- 
•oonia ranged from .033 to .078 part' 
per mUllon, and the nltrogeu as ni- 
trites and nitrates ranged from .027 tc 
J90 part* par million. 

The average of twelve determina- 
tions from Tel). 21. to May -1 was: 
mtrogen a? free nmmonia .250. as al 
btuninold ammonia .052 and as nitrates 
and nitrites .10.3 parts per million. The 
value of snow as a direct fertilizer 
wonld appear, so far as the nitrogen

reputable medical college, and must 
furnish testimonials from respon- 
sible persons as to their professional 
and moral character. The following 
is the usual order of the examtna 
tions: 1, physical; 2. oral; 3, writ- 
ten; 4. clinical. 

In addition to the physical exami- 
nation, candidates are required to 
certify that they believe themselves 
from any ailment which would dis- 
qualify them for service in any cli- 
mate. 

The examinations are chiefly in 
writing, and begin with a short au- 
tobiography of the candidate. The 
remainder of the written exercise 
consists in examination in the various 
branches of medicine, surgery ' and 
hygiene. 

The oral examination includes sub- 
jects of preliminary education, his- 
tory, literature and natural sciences. 

The clinical examination is con- 
ducted at a hospital.and, when prac- 
ticable, candidates are required to 
perform operations or. a cadaver. 

Successful candidates will be num- 
bered according to their attainments 
on examination, and will be com- 
missioned in the same order as va- 
cancies occur. 

Upon appointment the young offi- 
cers are, as a rule, first assigned to 
duty at one of the large hospitals, 
at Boston, New York, New Orleans, 
Chicago or San Francisco. 

After four years' service assistant 
surgeons are entitled to examination 
for promotion to the grade of 

I assistant surgeon. 

Promotion to the grade of surgeon 

made according to seniority and 
after due examination as vacancies 
occur in that grade. 

Assistant surgeons receive $1,600, 

issed assistant surgeons $2, 000, and 
surgeons $2,500 a year. Officers are 
entitled to furnished quarters for 
themselves and their families, or, at 
stations where quarters cannot be 
provided, they receive commutation 
at the rate of $30, $40 and $50 a 
month, according to grade. 

All grades above that of assistant 
surgeon receive longevity pay, 10 
per cent, in addition to the regular 
salary for every five years' service 
up to 40 per cent. after twenty years' 
lervice. 

The tenure of office is permanent. 
Officers traveling under orders arc 
allowed actual expenses.
